mind, of poverty and pauperism, tbo 
aroh-enemy of labor and the great loon- 
taiu of social and political corruption.' 
It also insists upon Btats and national 
prohibition, as the only remedy for the 
evil; says that all forms of licence, high 
or low, makes the traffic worse; it eym_

employe, and aeks that it shall be made 
a criminal oflVnse for any other person 
to accept psEsep. An attempt was made 
to attach a plank to tho platform favorinc 
the enfranchisement of women. This 
bronght on R spirited and a bitter de- 
bate, which lasted some time, and the 
resolution wan finally defeated. It is 
said that "babel broke loose" when 
the question of woman's anffraRO was 
presented, and Mr. T. O. Richmond 
raised his voice and suid he was loyal to 
prohibition, and bo believed that the man 
•who believed ILmt woman suffrage was 
wrong should keep out of the party. 
"Thousands of meii" he said, "aro ready 
to walk to the pol!a and vote for prohi- 
bition, but will not vote for woman suf- 
frage." He WBS a friend of womanhood, 
and when ho worked to destroy tho sa- 
loon, he was the friend of u grand woman- 
hood. Tho women were divided amonc 
themselves. 
The prohibitionists needed 


all their energies to suppress tho grog- 
shop. Jt was God's plan to grow step 
by step towards perfection.

This waa followed by tho chanting 
of Psalm S3 by the choristers of St. JIary's 
Seminary and St. Charles College of Bal- 
timore. After selections wore rendered by 
the choir and tho Marino Band Rt.-Rev. 
Bishop Spaldinp, of Peorla, began tho de- 
livery of his address.

vision of tho use of corporation franchises; 
opposos tho Isaulnir or free passes to publlo 
Dfllccrs, and asiis tlio passage of a law making 
It a crlmo for any State ofllcor, member of tho 
LeslslatureorludEO of any court In the Stato 
to accept or uso such a pass: favors tho enact- 
ment of a law making railroad corporations 
liable lor Injuries to employes resulting from 
neg'.lsonco of eo-o mpioyos, and eulogizes the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union.

JAPAN'S PRESS LAWS. 


Stringent IXtilorf unil ExtTomely Sever* 


I'onaHIoa for Joumuliiitii. 


Despite tho copying of. European civiliza- 


tion in Japan, I doubt if n more stringent 
set ol press laws could bo devised than tlio 
imperial regulations "For the Guidance o" 
Editors," recently published in tho Ttildo 
Gazette. Tho text is as follows: 


Editor, manager and printer shall state, 


tkcir fall nanos aud ages on making writr 
ten application for authority to publisli a 
journal. Applicants must not bo less than 
twenty years of age, Japanese subjects and 
persons who have never beer, deprived ol 
their civil rights. The editor can not also 
be the manager of. tho same newspaper and 
each of them has to deposit us n caution 
money a sum of between S3DO acd $1,000, un- 
less ilio paper is oxclusivo'.y devoted to 
science, ait or commerce. Every reply to 
an article must be inserted in cstenso in 
the same type M the article which called it 
forth am! at tho bead of tho same column 
—also provided that, if tho reply occupies 
twice as much space as the article, tho man- 
ager is entitled to chargo Icr tho excessive 
matter as an advertisement. There is to bo 
no exception to this i-ulo, except when tho 
reply is of tho character of an attack or if it 
is anonymous. >"o newspaper is to arguo 
in support of a breach of law, 'even if tho 
law is considered a bad ono. 
Ko official 


document can he published, nor any allu- 
sion to it permitted, -without the authority 
of tho department which it concerns. Tho 
Minister is to have tho right to suspend, 
prohibit or confiscate every newspaper, tho 
one of which seems to he injurious to tho 
wibllc peace or to existing customs, how- 
'vor opnn these customs in themselves nay 
bo to criticism. Every infraction of theso 
rules is to be punished by scv-cro penalties,, 
although less severo thau thosowhich wero' 
in force before tho passing of this law. 


Tho editor who is found Riiilty of disobey-, 


ing tho statute may bo punished in three 
ways, according to tho degree ol his of-: 
fecse—2rst by decapitation, sdcond bybav-: 
lug both hands cut off, bis cars hermetically 
sealed and his tongue slit, and thirdly by 
imprisonment varying from live to forty 
years, never icss than five.

While tho late President, General James 


A. Garficld, was suffering his last illness ho 
received many tokens sent him by loyal 
friends, and after his doath Mrs. Garfleld 
received numerous marks of condolence 
from people all over too world. Theso trib- 
utes, writes a Mentor (0.) correspondent 
to the New York Hurt, occupy to-day a prom- 
inent place in the Garficld home. They aro 
in a room called tho "Memorial Room," and 
receive constant attention and care. Tho 
Memorial Eoom adjoins a largo library on 
tho second story of an addition to tho house, 
which was constructed some years ago. It 
was built especially to contain tho mem- 
orials of General Garficld, and is fire-proof. 
Strangers to the Garfleld family are not 
allowed to enter, and reporters particularly 
havo been restrained from crossing tho 
threshold of the place which Is held so 
sacred. It is not a large room, but it surely 
is a placo of more than passing interest 
oa account of tho collection of gifts which. 
it contains. Conspicuous about the walls 
lu massive gilt and black frames aro res- 
olutions which wore passed by societies to 
which Garficld belonged, by military or- 
ganizations, City Councils and meetings of 
citizens in this and other countries. 


Tho tribute of tho citizens of Belfast, Ire- 


land, is In a caso of rich, dark wood, on tho 
four sides of which arc four silver shields. 
TJpon a silver plate on the top of the caso is 
engraved: "From tho citizens of Belfast, 
Ireland, to llrs. Garllold." Inside tho caso 
Is tho volume of resolutions, "bound with 
black leather, with a monogram of General 
Garfleld's initials on tho cover. On tbofirgt 
page of an album, "with dark Russia leather 
binding and gold clasp, arc these words: 
"Resolutions of respect tendered to the 
family of James A. Garfleld by tho Amer- 
ican. aad sympathizing friends in Santiago, 
Chili." The resolutions are inclosed and1 
are a number of pages in length. Tho pieces 
which were selected by 3Irs. Garfiald from 
the floral decorations received at the f unera 
of her husbaud for her own persona 
souvenirs of that occasion, were treated for 
preservation in Chicago by Mrs. Anna 
Gettz Lucas, and havo kept remarkablj 
welL They arc a beautiful wreath sent b^ 
Queen Victoria; a wreath furnished by thi 
Turner Bund; a. huge harp, the tribute o: 
tho Brazilian Legation, and an elegant de 
sign forwarded by tha Bolivian. Legation a 
Washington. This last typilies tho threo 
Christian graces, Faith, Hope and Charity 
and consists of a cross with a Coral hearten 
ono Bide and u. floral anchor on the other 
tho whole resting upon a base bearing in 
immortelles tho words: "Dead, but nol 
forgotten." The materials of tho piece aro 
tube-roses and yellow rose-buds, inter 
spersed by green and woito ferns. Tills de- 
sign is set in a gilt frame about 4 by Vrf, feet 


One of tho things in tho memorial room 


which Mrs. Garfleld prizes very highly la a 
volumo published by the citizens of Jersey 
City, and called tho "Garfield Memorial 
Volume." 
It 
comprises the 
sermons 


preached in Jorscy City on the Sunday 
after tho death of the President, and tie ad- 
dresses and resolutions offered at meetings 
arranged by the mayor and council of that 
city. One copy waa seat to Queen Victoria. 
Tho volume which Mrs. Garfleld has hi her 
possession was presented to her in Cleve- 
land July 1, 1S32. Rev. N. S. Rulison, then 
rector of St. Paul's Church in Cleveland, 
and a former resident of Jorsoy City, made 
tho presentation speech. The volumo is a 
royal octavo, bound in Russia leather, with 
tho covers and fly-leaves linod with cardinal 
embossed silk. A poem which, was CD- 
graved upon the soldiers' monument at Ra- 
cine, Wis., was worked in red letters upon 
a piece of heavy white silk, and sent to Sirs. 
Garfleld, and is preserved by her, as is also 
an extract from tho minutes of a special 
meeting of tho Maritime Association of 
Now York. Tbo Cleveland Grays, who 
held tho post of honor at General Garfleld's 
Inauguration, sent Mrs. Garfleld a poem and 
a set of resolutions. They were written 
with white ink upon a black surface, and 
placed in a box made out of wood from tha 
uutufalijuG lu which General Garfleld's 
body

Cleveland. 
A rich, wino- 


colorcd velvet cabinet contains a let- 
ter from Mayor Samuel A. Green, ol Bo: 
ton, aad the volumes of official tributes 
paid by the citizens of thatalty. A promi- 
nent place in tho room is held by the tribute 
of tho law class of 1SSI of tho National 
University at Washington. It is quito a 
largo volumo, containing a copy of tho reso- 
lutions adopted by tho class on October 
21, 1SS1, and is entitled "A Tribute by 
Law Students." Tho most highly em- 
bellished design which now adorns tho 
walls of tho plaoo is tho resolutions of Co- 
lumbia Arch Chapter No. 1, of Washington, 
framed in ebony. Tho resolutions and 
names of tho members of the committee s1}- 
lectcd to prepare them aro worked in black 
on a white silk llasonic apron which is or- 
namented with heavy gold fringe and car- 
dinal ribbon, Several sets of resolutions 
from Southern States aud cities also havo 
foremost places. Georgia sent a copy of tho 
journal of its House of Representatives for 
September 20, 1SS1. Resolutions of sympa- 
thy, printed and framed, wero sent from 
Harrisburg.Va., Columbia, S. G, scut Mrs. 
Garficld a photograph of the mourning deco- 
rations of that city, with tho signatures of 
tho city officials attached. The resolutions 
of sympathy adopted by the Association of 
Ex-Conf cderato Soldiers of Cincinnati, which 
aro signed by tlio officers of the association 
and inclosed in a frame of marble, express 
the attitude of that organization. 


There are distributed in various nooks 


and corners of tho memorial room, and on 
its shelves, brackets and tobies, many more 
sets of resolutions passed by bodies of dif- 
ferent characters which wero scattered all 
over tho country. Among the contributors 
to tho collection are tho Knights Templar 
of St. Louis, the St. Louis Merchants' Ex- 
change, tho Union Leagno Club of Chicago, 
La Societa Italiana Christoforo Colombo of 
Chicago, tho Catholic Knights ol America, 
tho Grand Lodge o£ Maryland Masons, tbe 
National Lodge, No. C42, K. of H. of Wash- 
ington; Battery F, Veteran Association of 
Khodo Islacd, and tho St. Goorgo Society 
of Now York.
